not the least of the factors con- 
tributing to the high tempera- 
ture indigenous to the realm. 
Oomph is doubly oomphasized in 
this equatorial clime where lati- 
tude is not only a matter of 
geographical measurement. 

“Torrid Zone” stars James 
Cagney and Pat O’Brien with 
Miss Sheridan. The locale is a 
banana plantation in Honduras, 
between Nicaragua and Gaute- 
mala in Central America, where 
Miss Sheridan becomes a menace 
to the citizenry by virtue of her 
considerable talents as a card 
sharp. 

Entrusted with the task of 
fashioning this “Torrid Zone” 
for Miss Sheridan were Jerry 
Wald and Richard Macauley 
who, for the past three years 
have been teamed by Warner 
Bros. on many writing assign- 
ments and their present story 
matchs the title. 

Wald exclaimed that the first 
difficulty encountered was the 
fact that there was little in- 
formation available on Hondu- 
ras. Nobody had ever made a 
picture using the country as a 
locale and nobody knew much 
about it except that a lot of 
bananas were grown there.

Miss Sheridan in turn 
heckles Cagney in his romantic 
overtures. 

Wald and Macauley were 
fully aware of the possibilities 
of portraying oomph at its most 
expressive in the sultry climate 
of “Torrid Zone.” They describe 
Miss Sheridan’s role as down-to- 
earth and sympathetic, dramatic 
yet not without comedy. 

Wald and Macauley say they 
had a wonderful time.

It had 
been puffing and _ panting 
through scenes of the picture in 
which Miss Sheridan was photo- 
graphed leaning from the cab 
waving goodbye to James Cag- 
ney. The “oomph girl” remained 
aboard for the car shifting ride 
which would have been un- 
eventful except for the fact that 
somebody kicked open the wrong 
switch. 

Frank Gillette, veteran of 30 
years service with the Santa 
Fe, was at the throttle of Num- 
ber Five when she backed up, 
did a skip and jump and landed 
its flanged wheels on sandy 
ground instead of steel track.

The three of them 
become entangled in an attempted revolution that's exciting and explosive, 
but not as explosive as the Sheridan-Cagney romance. Complicating the 
romance is Helen Vinson, as the wife of one of the plantation managers, who 
also. goes to bat for Cagney's affections. But Ann wins out, and the 
story ends with Jimmie and Ann heading for a long married life in the tropics.
